England and America. 


WAS NOT JUSTIFIED. 


lUmf Oarar Hold* Cvlted States Ke-

It appears that on e\ery 
single point the arbitrator adopted the 
most extreme German view in oppos:- 
tion to the United States and Great 
Britain.

The arbitration grew cut of ti;^ 


claims br German or British sub;ec:s 
or American citizens for compensa- 
tion on account of losses they al.egec 
they had suffered in eocsequ-ace o£ 
unwarranted military action on the 
part of German, Britisn or American 
officers in Samoa between Jan. I,!**!?. 
and May 13 following. The question 
really at issna was whether or not the 
British and United States govern- 
ments should be considered respons.- 
ble for the losses. 


It is held that the Britisb-Amercan 


military action "had the character 01 
a serious control over the Samoan Is.- 
ands and the government thereof." 
which was prohibited by article one 
of the general act. The arbitrator in- 
sists that the Berlin conference o-med 
to establish a principle that in their 
dealings wiih Samoa tie powers could 
proceed only by common acord. and 
that the consular representatives o£ 
the three powers had recognized the 
provisional government of ilataafa. 


The action of the British-American 


authorities tending to overthrow the 
provisional government thereby estab- 
lished, it is held, "was contrary to the 
obligation and can not be justified." 
Touching the Britsh-American com- 
plaint against the German consul for 
his refusal to sustain the decision of 
the chief justice, the arbitrator holds 
that Jit ran not be considered to have 
been the duty of the German consul 
to tafce part In the issuance of said 
^reclamation." 


The arbitrator states that "we have 


found nothing in the evidence before 
us to. show that the general condition 
of affairs was such as to render the 
military action of the TTnited States 
and Great Britain necessary for the 
protection of lives and property." 


The decision recites thatllahetoans 


had been completely defeated before 
the arrival of the Philadelphia-.—ea- 
that the United States admiral and 
the British authorities brought back 
his warriors and armed and provis- 
ioned them, giving tiem amrnaruron.
